WASHINGTON, Feb. 19 (AP)— 
The Brotherhood of Railroad 
Trainmen pleaded guilty of con- 
tempt of court today in the recent 
“sick” strikes in railyards and was 
fined $75,000. 

United States District Judge 
Edward A. Tamm ordered the fine 
immediately after the surprise 
plea in court here. 

He said he was fining the union 
$50,000 for criminal contempt as 
a “punitive” penalty for the 
strikes which occurred despite 
Army operation of the railroads. 

The other $25,000 for civil con- 
tempt was intended to compen- 
sate the Government for the cost 
of bringing the legal proceedings 
against the union. 

Judge Tamm said it would re- 
quire “a firm of accountants 
working for years” to determine 
the actual damages suffered by 
the public in delayed service, 
missed connections or the block- 
ing of shipments of munitions 
and supplies to Korea. 

United States Attorney George 
Morris Fay said the guilty plea 
and fines imposed today disposed 
“of everything in this area, in- 
cluding the strikes in December 
and January-February in the Po- 
tomac yards and the union sta- 
tion here.”

HEAVY FOG COVERS 


to Kansas—Visibility Cut 
to Near Zero. 


Heavy fog which reached from 
the Ohio border westward to Iowa 
and Kansas blanketed the St. 
Louis area last night from about 
8 p.m. until midnight, reducing 
visibility in low spots to almost 
zero. 

Two flights into Lambert-St. 
Louis Field, which reported a 
minimum visibility of one-six- 
teenth of a mile from 8:30 to 9:30 
p.m., were forced to continue’ on 
to Indianapolis without landing, 
and other flights circied the field 
several minutes until the fog 
lifted. 

Weatherman Harry F. Wahl- 
gren said the fog was caused by 
cooling of the air above the 
earth’s surface below the. dew 
point. He said the heavier cold 
air drifted into low areas causing 
the fog to be very dense, while 
most high ground was relatively 
clear.

The professor was a _ widely- 
known mathematician. He bought 
stocks and bonds, but nobody 
knew precisely how he parlayed 
his modest salary into six-figure 
riches. 

The executor of the will, Marc 
C. Norton, vice president of the 
First National Bank in Cham- 
paign, said Miller’s holdings “rep- 
resented a wide catalogue of 
stocks and bonds of solid worth 
in companies in many sections of 
the country and a small amount 
of real estate.” 

He added: “Many of the se- 
curities, purchased early in life, 
were held until his death. I don’t 
know what his investment formu- 
la was. But it certainly was a 
successful one.” 

When Miller joined the Uni- 
versity of Illinois faculty in 1906, 
his annual salary was only $2000. 
When he retired in 1931, it was 
$6000. 

Thomas termed the professor 
“a skillful investor.” 

“He was one of the most un- 
usual characters I have ever 
“He expressed 
no desire that his gift to the uni- 


versity be set up as a memorial. 


He specified only that it was to 
be used for educational purposes 
—teaching and research. He re- 
marked that ‘Everything I have 
I received from the university, 
and I simply want to repay my

NEW YORK, Feb. 19 (AP)— 
College basketball was rocked to- 
day by the second big betting 
scandal in a month and by dis- 
closure that “fixes” are being in- 
vestigated on a nation-wide scale. 

After three members of City 
College of New York’s national 
tournament champions and three 
other persons were taken into 


custody yesterday on _ bribery 
charges, there were these swift 
developments: 

1. Senator Kefauver (Dem.), 
Tennessee, said the Senate 
Crime Investigating Committee 
has been investigating this and 
similar fixes in other cities. 
“New York is not an isolated 
case,” he said. 

2. Dr. Hugh C. Willett, presi- 
dent of the National Collegiate 
Athletic Association, said the 
matter is of “great concern” 
and will be taken up at a meet- 
ing of the N.C.A.A. in Chicago 
March 1. 

3. Ned Irish, director of Mad- 
ison Square Garden, called the 
situation “deplorable” and 
added: “Gambling isn’t con- 
fined to the Garden or New 
York City.” 

Players Involved. 

The three C.C.N.Y. players 
caught in the latest scandal are 
Ed Roman, Ed Warner and Al 
Roth, stars of the team that 
swept to the National Invitation 
and N.C.A:A. championships last 
year for basketball’s first and only 
“grand slam.” 

District Attorney Frank Hogan 
said they admitted accepting up 
to $1500 each per game to fix 
three games played in the Gar- 
den. The games were with Mis- 
souri, Arizona and Boston College. 
C.C.N.Y. lost all three. 

Arrested also were Harvey 
(Connie) Schaff, a substitute on 
the New York University team; 
Edward Gard, a Long Island Uni- 
versity senior who played last 
year, and a jeweler, Salvator Tar- 
to Sollazzo, described by the dis- 
trict attorney as a gambler who 
inspired the scheme. 

Suspension from school of the 
three C.C.N.Y, players was an- 
nounced by Dr. Harry N. Wright, 
president. New York University 
also suspended Schaff until 


further notice.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 19 (AP)— 
Gen. J. Lawton Collins said today 
Western Europe has “something 
On the order” of 16 divisions for 
defense against possible attack. 

The Army Chief of Staff was 
testifying at Senate hearings on 
the administration plan to put six 
United States divisions into a 
combined North Atlantic defense 
force. Those six would bring total 
ground troops to 22 divisins. 


Collins previously had said he 
is convinced Western Europe in- 
tends to build up its strength. He 
also had told the Senate Foreign 
Relations and Armed Service com- 
mittees that Russia has 175 to 
200 divisions under arms. Russian 
divisions run 12,000 to 14,000 men 
compared with 18,000 for United 
States divisions. 


Wherry’s Appraisal. 
Senator Wherry (Rep.), Ne- 
braska, said he understood the 
land strength of Great Britain was 
about five divisions, France seven, 


Norway three, Belgium one and 
Luxembourg, one battalion. 
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“Something on that order is 
correct, sir,” Collins said. 
: Later, Wherry told reporters it 
is his understanding some of these 
16 divisions are in other parts of 
the world and not immediately 
available for European defense. 

Wherry demanded to know how 
many divisions the Western Euro- 
pean nations would furnish in the 
next two years. Collins said that 
question ought to be reviewed be- 
fore any public answer was made. 

Wherry said it was his under- 
standing the total North Atlantic 
defense force under Gen. Dwight 
D. Eisenhower would be 37 to 40 
divisions in that time. 


Says President Would Decide. 


Wherry asked who would make 
any decision to use the atomic 
bomb. Collins said Eisenhower 
would have to consult the Presi- 
dent, who would make the deci- 
sion. 

“In my judgment, no military 
man should have the power to 
make that decision,” Collins 
added.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 19 (AP)— 
President Truman today bowed to 
congressional criticism of the Re- 
construction Finance Corporation 
and proposed that the present 
five-man board of directors be re- 
placed by a single top boss. 

Truman submitted a reorgani- 
zation plan to Congress just ahead 
of a projected public hearing to 
air charges that a White House 
aid and others have exerted in- 
fluence on the multi-billion-dol- 
lar lending agency. 

Capitulation to Critics. 

The President's proposal in ef- 
fect is a capitulation to congres- 
sional critics who have been op- 
posing confirmation of the pres- 
ent board members. 

Under the reorganization plan 
submitted to the two houses, the 
big Government lending agency 
would continue “as a separate en- 
tity in the executive branch of 
the Government.” 

The President’s plan provides 
for the abolition of the present 
pfive-member board of directors 
whose names he resubmitted to 
Congress only a few days ago. 

In his message, the President 
said the plan gives the single 
administrator the functions of the 
present board except for some du- 
ties specifically assigned to a new 
loan policy board and to a board 
of review. 

Makeup of Loan Board. 

The loan policy board would be 
made up of the administrator as 
chairman, a deputy administrator, 
provided for under the plan, the 
Secretary of the Treasury, the 
Secretary of the Commerce “and 
one other member who shall be 
designated from time to time by 
the President” from among Gove 
ernment officials.

Trip to Moon ‘Closer Than Most 
Realize,’ Rocket Expert Assert

POINT MUGU, Calif., Feb. 19 
(AP)—Space travel is “closer than 
most people realize,” says the 
senior test engineer for the Fair- 
child guided missiles division at 
the Navy’s secret missile test cen- 
ter here. 

As proof, Arthur V. St. Ger- 
main offered detailed plans for a 
five-stage rocket which he said 
could carry two men to the moon, 
land there and return. He said 
his design, while not in produc- 
tion, is practical with “the appli- 
cation of techniques already at 
our disposal.” 

“This is probably the first time 
in history that people have known 
so much about an invention yet to 
be made,” he said in an interview 
yesterday. 

St. Germain is an authority on 
rockets, missiles and jet engines. 
Point Mugu is the site from 
which the Navy launches top se- 
cret weapons which travel hun- 
dreds of miles out to sea. St. 
Germain’s spaceship is one of the 
latest concepts for travel to the 


moon and back, but the fact that

The spaceship would tower 325 
feet above the launching site, 
weigh 360,000 pounds and attain 
a speed of 25,000 miles an hour.

$25,000 Is

Ten years ago a dead-armed 
left-handed pitcher with a wife 
and infant son to be fed on $100 
a month, Stanley Frank Musial 
today was the highest-paid player 
in the 75-year history of the Na- 
tional League with a new contract 
believed to call for about $80,000. 

In a third salary session yester- 
day afternoon with Fred Saigh, 
only hours after the player re- 
turned from Europe and just be- 
fore the club owner left by plane 
for Washington and St. Peters- 
burg, Fla., the slugging 30-year- 
old star of the Cardinals scribbled 
his signature on the record docu- 
ment. 

Neither Saigh, unavailable for 
comment, nor a smiling Musial 
would disclose terms of the one- 
year contract, but the Post-Dis- 
patch learned the figure agreed 
upon was more than $75,000. Last 
year in salary and attendance 
bonus, Musial drew $55,000, a sum 
$10,000 below the previous Na- 
tional League high reportedly 
paid home-run king Ralph Kiner 
of Pittsburgh. Kiner has a sea- 
son to go on a two-year contract. 

$300,000 Salary in 10 Years. 

Since his meteoric rise as an 
outfielder from Class C to the 
Cardinals in 1941, Musial has 
earned more than $300,000 in sal- 
ary and World Series money even 
though he spent one entire year 
(1945) as an ordinary seaman in 
the United States Navy. He now 
has three children. 

“It’s been amazing and a quick 
10 years, hasn’t it?” Musial said 
with a smile, fingering the new 
contract and digging into a plate 
of spaghetti and meatballs and a 
glass of milk at the restaurant in 


house just as soon as he an 
Saigh shook hands and the club 
owner rushed to Lambert Field. 
“Funny thing, but I got real 
hungry while Mr. Saigh and I 
were talking those two hours at 
his ball park office,’”’ Musial said. 
The signing of Musial left out 
of the fold eight Redbirds, more 
or less prominent. Saigh, before 
returning to St. Louis next Satur- 
day, plans to see Pitchers Harry 
Brecheen, Max Lanier and Ted 
Wilks at the training camp-site 
in St. Pete. Other players un- 
signed are Second Baseman Red 
Schoendienst, Catcher Del Rice, 
Outfielder Harry (Peanuts) Low- 
rey and Pitchers Howard Pollett 
and George Munger. 

“Highest in Either League.” 
Brecheen and Wilks have been 
asked to take the maximum 25 
per cent salary cuts while Pollet 
and Munger have been offered 
contracts calling for salary reduc- 
tions. Rice has been offered an 
increase over his estimated $13,- 
000 salary and Schoendienst has 
been given a second contract call- 
ing for the same $22,000 he made 
last year, the Post-Dispatch has 
learned. The salary circumstances 
of Lanier and Lowrey are not 
known. 

Before leaving, Saigh issued 
through Publicity Director Jim 
Toomey a note in which the club- 
owner said that he and Musial 
had met for two hours, that Mu- 
sial had signed a one-year con- 
tract, that he would receive more 
than any playen ever at his age 
(30), that his salary would be the 


largest ever for a member of the 


Cardinals or of any player in the 
National League and “probably 
the largest in either major 
league.” 

Saigh has taken issue with re- 
ports that the Yankees’ Joe Di- 
Maggio draws $100,000 and the 
Red Sox’s Ted Williams more 
than that six-figure sum. 

“I think we’re safer just stick-

Musial said when questioned 
about DiMaggio and Williams, 
adding with another broad smile:

tion that Russia may be planning 
to unleash the satellite armies 
against Yugoslavia this spring. 


There was considerable discus- 
sion of the possibility of such a 
move at the recent Paris con- 
ference of American envoys from 
the Soviet bloc countries behind 
the Iron Curtain. 


The danger that Moscow might 
resort to drastic action this spring 
to try to overthrow the defiant 
regime of Marshal Tito also has 
been the subject of diplomatic 
consultations among the Ameri- 
can, British and French govern- 
ments. 


Border Incidents Increasing. 

Yugoslav diplomatic sources in 
Paris say there has been a marked 
increase in provocative incidents 
along the Bulgarian and Romanian 
frontiers with Yugoslavia. 

These sources say that in re- 
cent weeks the tempo of provoca- 
tion has been stepped up to the 
point where incidents are eecur- 
ring almost daily. 

These usually take the form of 
efforts to slip Cominform agents 
into Yugoslavia or to incite the 
Yugoslav border guards into 
skirmishes with the _ satellite 
frontier forces. 


Marshal Tito’s intelligence 
agents also have reported strong 
Bulgarian troop concentrations be- 
tween Sofia and the Yugoslav and 
Greek borders. 

Rumors of satellite and Soviet 
troop movements-in the, direction 
of Yugoslavia have, of course, 
been prevalent almost every 
spring and autumn since Tito 
broke with Stalin in the winter 
of 1947-48. 

The Cominform also has stepped 
up its pressure against Tito to a 
high pitch of intensity on several 
occasions without going beyond 
the precipitation of minor bor- 
der incidents and attempted sab- 
otage within Yugoslavia. 


. Russia Appears to Rush Program. 


What is causing the Western 
allied governments to pay special 
attention to the situation this 
year, however, is the manner in 
which Russia appears to be rush- 
ing the expansion of the satellite 
armies. 

This could represent merely 
Russia’s answer to the Atlantic 
pact, but Gen. Dwight D. Eisen- 
hower, Supreme Commander of 
the North Atlantic Treaty forces, 
has publicly stated that it will 


own. 
Arms Output Being Stepped Up. 
‘While the satellite armies are 
known to suffer from a shortage 
of mobile equipment, armament 
production in the puppet states 
is being steppéd up rapidly. The 
satellite armored units probably 
have a total of about 2000 tanks, 
most of which have been turned 


over to them by the Russians. 

How well these satellite forces 
would fight in the event of war 
is considered highly questionable 
by western diplomats and military 
experts. If they were compelled 
to move against Yugoslavia and 
the going was comparatively easy, 
they probably could be relied 
upon to fight under the threat of 
being shot in the back by their 
Soviet-trained officers or Com- 
munist commissars. 

But if they ran up against stiff 
opposition from the Yugoslavs, it 
is believed doubtful that they 
would show much spirit. 

Likewise, the possibility is fore- 
seen that in a war with the 
western powers, the §satéllite 
troops would desert by the 
thousands at the first opportuni- 
ty to do so without getting killed. 

In fact, western diplomatic ob- 
servers consider it improbable 
that the Russians would dare to 
use the satellite forces as front- 
line troops in any major battle 
with the western allied armies.

GEN. EISENHOWER’S

PARIS, Feb. 19 (AP) —Gen. 
Dwight D. Eisenhower’s Paris of- 
fice announced today that the 
permanent headquarters of his 
Atlantic army would be built in 
the French Government's presi- 
dential hunting preserve, in 
Marlhy forest, about 20 miles 
west of Paris. 

Officers said prefabricated 
buildings would be erected for 
offices and barracks to house 
about 600 enlisted men expected 
to be working there. It should be 
ready by May 1, they said. Of- 
ficers attached to the headquar- 
ters, including Eisenhower, will 
be expected to quarter in Versail- 
les or other nearby towns. 

Marlhy forest is a picturesque 
location near a main highway out 
of Paris. It now is used by Presi- 
dent Vincent Auriol for entertain- 
ing visiting dignitaries who like 
to do a little shooting.

and less profitable all around. 
Not only did 1950 profjts be- 
fore taxes rise to an unprece-

Only food and brewing com- 
panies, as groups, recorded de- 
clines in net income.

Rails in Strong Comeback. 


Utilities registered an increase 
of 19%. And railroads, which 
were hard hit during 1949, made

Automo- 
biles and parts companies were 
up 80% over 1949; nonferrous 
metals, 62%; coal, which always 
thrives when industrial activity 
is high and John L. Lewis doesn’t 
call a major strike, 58%; con- 
struction and building materials, 
53%.

HE American Eighth Army in 
Korea today rates man for 
man as the equal of any this 
country ever sent overseas.

Its per- 
formance in the first deadly dan- 
gerous weeks stand as an endur- 
ing monument to the chunky lit- 
tle tank expert who led it into 
Korea, the late Lt. Gen. Walton 
H. Walker. 

In Japan the Army had deteri- 
orated sadly from the dry rot that 
has afflicted all occupation armies 
in history. Gen. Walker had been 
given the task of cleaning it out 
and putting it back into shape. 
That job was under way, but still 
incomplete, when the Korean 
emergency forced him to take it 
into combat last summer. 


Short of Everything. 


The Army was short of every- 
thing, from canteens to tanks and 
new type bazookas. It had too 
few field trained officers, too 
many overage, overweight ser- 
geants. It had too many young 
privates psychologically unpre- 
pared for warfare, who had joined 
up for security, not to fight. 

That Army had to be fed into 
action piecemeal—as fast as it 
could be ferried across the Sea 
of Japan—against a rough, sea- 
soned foe that in some battles 
outnumbered it five to one. The 
enemy held a big edge in tanks 
as well as manpower. They knew 
the hilly terrain. They could take 
the terrible heat better than the 
Americans. 

For more than 10 weeks the 
Eighth Army had to meet a fresh 
crisis every day. 

No wonder they nicknamed it 
“the shoestring army.” It fought 
battle after battle without having 
a single platoon in reserve to call 
up. Its stubborn holding of the 
Naktong line was one of the most 
brilliant defensive stands in the 
annals of America. The Pentagon 
expressed confidence there would 
be no Dunkerque, but many a 
commanding officer on the scene 
felt there would have to be.

have these effects: 


1. To tighten up, rather than 
divide, the West in its determina- 
tion to build military strength 
against Soviet expansion because, 
despite his avowals of seeking 
peace, the over-all tone of what 
Stalin said in his interview with 
the Communist party newspaper 
Pravda was tough and uncom- 
promising. 

2. Inside Russia where Stalin’s 
words are universally read, reread 
and debated fc- months or years, 
his descriptions of the array of 
nations against the Communist 
bloc—though not so intended— 
may give the Russian people a 
new idea of what they are up 
against. 

The State Department’s reply 
in a statement Saturday night, as- 
sailing the Stalin comments as 
“misstatement,” expressed hope 
that Stalin’s attack on the United 
Nations and all U.N. members 
who voted against the Commu- 
nists in Korea “will awaken the 
Soviet people to the dangerous 
road down which they are being 
led.” 

3. Stalin’s personal prestige has 
now become involved in Russia’s 
diplomatic and propaganda battle 
more directly than ever before. 
Previously he had held aloof from 
the East-West conflict in most of 
his public pronouncements. 


Voice of America Opens Attack. 

The State Department opened 
an attack on this point last night. 
Its Voice of America began tell- 
ing the world Stalin had taken 
over from “puppets and stooges” 
the task of propagandizing the 
world with “fake charges and 


claims.” The Voice broadcast add- 
ed that Stalin “has now put him- 
self on record and on trial before 
the world by lending his own 
name to the Soviet deception.” 

The fact that the official mouth- 
piece of American government 
would make such a personal 
thrust at the chief of the Soviet 
state showed the advanced state 
of deterioration in relations be- 
tween the Soviet union and the 
United States. 

Britain also replied to the 
Stalin attack over the weekend, 
accusing Russia of using the 
“threat of overwhelming force” 
and “aggressive and subversive 
policies” throughout the world to 
prevent peace. 


Prospects Darkened. 

Aside from the propaganda as- 
pects, there was a tendency among 
officials here to regard Stalin’s 
statement as generally darkening 
the world’s prospects. His per- 
sonal assumption of leadership in 
the Soviet attack on the U.N., and 
his insistence that the Korean 
war must be settled on China’s 
terms or not at all appeared to 
offer no encouragement to those 
who might still hope that Russia 
would be in a compromising mood 
at any early Big Four meeting. 

his toughness plus Stalin’s 
bitter criticisms of British Prime 
Minister Clement Attlee brought 
the initial reaction in Paris that 
the chances for the Big Four 
meeting had decreased. 

Diplomats here expected the 
British, even those critical of 


Attlee’s policies, would rally to 
him in the circumstances.

Chinese Tried to 
Lure U.N. Army 
Into Seoul to Be

TOKYO, Feb. 19 (AP). 
ILITARY bear-baiting has 
Miiven the Allies a brilliant 

local victory in Korea. 

United Nations forces smashed 
a Communist attack on the cen- 
tral front, piling up tens of thou- 
sands of dead and wounded. The 


Allied cost was comparatively 
light. 

The Red attack was provoked 
by American commanders under 
circumstances similar to the first 
big battle with the Chinese last 
November. 


It required a delicate and risky 
military maneuver—setting off 
an enemy trap without getting 
caught in it. 

The campaign actually began 
late in January when Allied 
forces started reaching gingerly 
northward of Suwon toward the 
frozen Han river. This started as 
a limited offensive which was to 
be pushed only until enemy op- 
position stiffened. 


Red Build-up Apparent. 


It was apparent then, say 
American officers, that the Com- 
munists were building up strength 
for a new thrust. 

As the U.N. offensive ground 
forward, the resistance continued 
to be relatively light in the west. 
The Han river was reached. 
Kimpo airfield and Yongdungpo 
on the edge of Seoul were cap- 
tured with relative ease. So was 
the port of Inchon, 

While the Reds showed some 
fight in that area, it was not pro- 
portionate to the defenses orig- 
inally expected or those that 
would be anticipated if they 
wanted to hold Seoul. 

However, the trap was appar- 
ent. The Communists were try- 
ing to lead the Allies onward 
across the Han and into Seoul. 
The aim was to over-extend the 
U.N. lines in the west so these

Bernard H. Tureen, promoter of the West- 
chester Heights “redevelopment” project, has 
only the public interest at heart. So he would 
have the city believe. 

Mr. Tureen first tried to prove this by argu- 
ing that earnings of his “redevelopment” corpo- 
ration would be limited to 8 per cent under 
state law. We exploded this fiction. We 
showed that under state law there was no legal 
reason why the profits on his own equity invest- 
ment should not go as high as 80 per cent. 

Now Mr. Tureen shifts his ground. He tells 
us that earnings of his “redevelopment” corpo- 
ration would be limited by federal law to 62 
per cent of his cash investment. He intends to 
seek an FHA-insured loan for the project, he 
says, and FHA supervision will provide the es- 
sential public control. 

We cannot accept this either. FHA regula- 
tions specifically provide that where a housing 
project is organized as a “redevelopment” 
corporation, the restrictions applicable to pri- 
vate housing corporations do not apply. Federal 
law apparently presumes that a redevelopment 
corporation is adequately restricted by state 
law—which in this case is not true. 

Furthermore, Mr. Tureen does not have an 
FHA-insured loan. He says he would try to get 
one. But until he does there is no assurance 
that his operations will be adequately supervised 
in the public interest. 


In the absence of assured state or federal 
control, there is only one way to guarantee that 
Mr. Tureen, in exchange for acquiring the 
power of condemnation and the privilege of a 
25-year tax‘ abatement, engages to serve a genu- 
inely public purpose. That is for the Board of 
Aldermen to write into the ordinances authoriz- 
ing Westchester Heights restrictions on profits 
at least as stringent as those the FHA would 
apply to a private housing corporation. 

This would not dispose of all the issues. The 
Aldermén would still have to decide whether it 
is wise to stretch the urban redevelopment law 
to cover a kind of enterprise it was not origi- 
nally meant to authorize. But until Westchester 
Heights is definitely brought under strict regu- 
lation as to profits, rents, capital structure and 
operations, it will bear the aspect of a fancy

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What Is the Lend-Lease Story? 


We seldom pay much attention to the rantings 
of Pravda, but we believe Secretary of State 
Acheson owes the country a detailed answer to 
the Moscow newspaper’s charge that American 
officials have made it impossible to agree on a 
settlement of lend-lease accounts. 

Mr. Acheson says our negotiators have shown 
great patience and have done what they could 
to reach a settlement. The country is not, how- 
ever, given details by which to judge for itself. 

Two aspects of the negotiations call for ex- 
planation. One is our recent demand for the 


return of 672 ships, including 87 merchant ves- — 


sels. In earlier discussions we had demanded 
the return of seven tankers and 30 other ships. 
They were returned. Why is it that at this late 
date we now present a new demand? 

The second point concerns the monetary Sset- 
tlement we seek for the whole lend-lease ac- 
count. The State Department says our demand 
is modest: we want $800,000,000, which the De- 
partment says is equivalent to 30 cents on the 
dollar for that portion of lend-lease goods which 
it construes as having peacetime value. Thus it 
is implied that we sent to Russia $2,600,000,000 
worth of goods having peacetime value. 

Is this true? The amount seems very high. It 
is more than half of all the non-military goods 
sent to Russia. According to the twenty-seventh 
lend-lease report, issued in 1948, Russia received 
$5,000,000,000 worth of non-military items. Of 
these more than $4,000,000,000 were then classi- 
fied as commodities—such things as wheat and 
steel and aluminum which presumably must 
have been consumed. Only $542,000,000 were 
then classified as “facilities and equipment.” 

There may be mysteries in lend-lease book- 
keeping which are not immediately apparent to 
the layman. If so they should be spelled out. . 

Britain received a total of $31,200,000,000 in 
lend-lease, of which $10,600,000,000 were classi- 
fied as non-military. In the final accounting 
Britain was charged for $780,000,000 worth of 
goods construed as having peacetime value. 
Why so wide a discrepancy? How did it happen 
that Russia received in goods having peacetime 
value three times as much as Britain, though her 
total receipts were only one-third as much. 

In Britain’s case we wrote off everything ex- 
cept $615,000,000 and gave her 50 years in which 
to pay this sum. The settlement amounted to 
2.5 cents on the dollar of all Britain’s receipts 
after crediting her for reverse lend-lease. In 
Russia’s case we are demanding 7.2 cents on the 
dollar of total receipts. Why so big a difference? 

Some Americans may feel that since the Rus-

sians have made themselves so disruptive an 
influence in international affairs, any kind of 
diplomatic treatment is good enough for them. 
We do not agree. We believe that all inter- 
national disputes which can honorably be set- 
tled should be settled. 

We should hate to think that the United 
States was wilfully obstructing a lend-lease 
agreement with Russia. If it is American policy 
to seek agreement, as Secretary Acheson says, 
then the country is entitled to detailed evidence 
that that is what our negotiators are doing. 
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Congress Dawdles on Taxes 


The House Ways and Means Committee is 
playing with fire in voting to take a leisurely 
pace on the new tax bill. Apparently the com- 
mittee has no intention of bringing out a bill 
for two or three months. New tax rates there- 
fore will probably not go into effect until July 
1 or later. 

Officially the committee’s explanation is 
that it wants to hear all of Secretary Snyder's 
proposals before passing on any of them. Mr. 
Snyder has presented a plan for raising $10,- 
000,000,000 in new revenue and urged that 
it be adopted immediately. He will be back 
later, he intimated, with a request for $6,000,- 
000,000 more. How this sum should be raised 
he has not yet suggested. 

One can sympathize with the congressional 
feeling that a one-package tax bill is better 
than a two-installment bite. But these are not 
ordinary times. The over-riding need today is 
for swift action to meet the inflationary threat, 
and new taxes are essential in that battle. 
Every day of procrastination in meeting the 
issue enhances the risk of aggravated inflation. 

Many words have been uttered in Congress 
about the futility of price and wage controls 
unless the source of inflation is attacked by 
such methods as higher taxation. Yet here is 
Congress, taking the first chance it gets to 
postpone action on taxes. Must the people con- 
clude that their Government both in the Execu- 
tive and Legislative branch is incapable of deal- 
ing vigorously with an inflationary threat which 


both branches never tire of warning the coun- 


try against? 
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Black Sox of Basketball 


The C.C.N.Y. bribe case is to basketball what 
the “Black Sox” scandal after World War I 
was to baseball, only it is worse. 

As in the case of the White Sox, City College 
of New York had what many thought to be a 
nearly unbeatable team. C.C.N.Y.’s sophomores 
had swept through two major tournaments last 
vear. This year they fell apart, and no one 
knew why, until three of their crack players 
were arrested in Pennsylvania station. District 
Attorney Frank Hogan says they “threw” three 
games. | 

We say the case is worse than the Black 
Sox scandal because there the men involved, 
all baseball stars, were professional athletes of 
considerable experience. The C.C.N.Y. players, 
and the New York University player and former 


_ Long Island University player in the case, were 


expected to be amateurs. They were supposed 
to represent sportsmanship. 

The bribery ring, especially Gambler Sollazo 
who allegedly engineered the fix, must be prose- 
cuted strictly for what they have done to ama- 
teur basketball and to the respect of millions 
who enjoy playing or watching it. But the 
nation’s colleges will have to ask themselves 
how much responsibility they share, when they 
themselves profit by commercialism surrounding 
what they call amateur athletics. 
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Danger in the Mines 

Is there another Centralia mine disaster just 
around the corner? 

This is a scary question. But it certainly needs 
to be asked in view of the report of the Federal 
Bureau of Mines that 73 per cent of the hazards 
reported in Illinois coal mines in the year ended 
Jast June 30 were not eliminated. And in view 
of the long-term bad record for compliance With 
such warnings, it is doubtful that many situa- 
tions have been improved since last summer. 

Also disturbing is the fact that the percentage 
of non-compliance is higher than for the previ- 
ous year when it stood at 58 per cent. The 
figure looks even worse when contrasted with 
the national average for non-compliance. That 
stands at 41 per cent, in itself a figure that is 
anything but reassuring. 

Happily, the year went by without major dis- 
asters. But there were all too many “minor” 
accidents. Throughout the nation, they cost the 
lives of 637 miners. Such a toll cannot be re- 
garded with equanimity, especially since most of 
the accidents were preventable. Mine operators 
had been warned against the conditions which 
caused them. There is much too great a disposi- 
tion to take a chance with human lives. 

By way of example, inspectors found 30 viola- 
tions of the federal safety code in Peabody Mine 
No. 8 at Tovey. Ill., last October. This mine 
employs more than 900 men. Inspectors noted 
a failure to test for methane gas, the same neg- 
lect which cost 12 lives in a West Virginia mine 
recently. 

The federal mine inspectors can only make 
reports and issue warnings. Congress persists 
if denying them enforcement powers. So the 
burden falls on the state mining authorities and 
on the mine operators themselves. Both obvi- 
ously need a keener sense of résponsibility. 

We sincerely hope that there never will be 
another Centralia disaster, but the makings of 
more than one exist. Reliance had better be 
placed on more than luck te keep neglect from 
turning into catastrophe. 
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Protocol by the Foot 


Washington protocol has its mysteries for us 
as well as for Mrs. Anna Rosenberg, so we hope 
some first assistant secretary in charge of where 
to see whom will answer a few polite questions. 

When Mrs. Rosenberg first became Assistant 
Secretary of Defense, she telephoned Gen, 
Bradley, chairman of the Joint Chiefs of Staff, 
and he went to see her. But later she was 
informed that an Assistant Secretary was sup- 
posed to go to the General’s office, not send 
for him. She was also told that when Deputy 
Secretary of Defense Lovett wanted to see Sec- 
retary, Marshall, it was “customary” for the 
two to meet “midway down the corridor” be- 
tween their offices. ’ 

All is clear so far, but let us proceed from 
there. Where does an Assistant Secretary go 
to see the Deputy Secretary? Maybe a third 
of the way down the corridor, or a little right 
of center? And where does a Deputy Secretary 
go to talk to an Under Secretary, an Assistant 
Secretary or a little old Brigadier General? 
Two to 42 paces down the aisle, or any frac- 
tion thereof? 

While somebody puts a tape measure to de- 
partmental protocol, we hope the halls of state 
are long and soundproofed.

The federal Civil Defense Administra- 
tion proposes to deal only through the 
states and: not directly with governmental 
subdivisions representing the target areas. 
Earlier I pointed out that it would be an 
error not to deal directly with these units 
of government, since the states with their 
rurally dominated governments have not 
been sensitive to the danger and, even 
now, are laggard in providing emergency 
authority and funds to meet the present 
emergency. 

The civil defense policy statement of the 
American Municipal Association reiterates 
my position. The statement says in part: 


“The legislation recommended to the 
Congress would literally make it impos- 
sible for the federal Civil Defense Ad- 
ministration to deal directly with any city, 
even a critical target city, regardless of 
the incompetence of the state civil defense 
organization. This is sheer folly.” 


The threat of hanging produces a won- 
derful concentration of the mind; the 
cities, threatened with destruction, are 
wonderfully concentrated on the problem 
of saving themselves. They have taken 
the initiative. The states—even the best 
of them with good administrators such as 
my own state—have not met the problem. 


Lagging Behind Cities 


The. states have not transmitted civil 
defense information to the cities; they 
have obtained it from: the cities. 


The states are generally not prepared to 
advance sizable sums to man their own 
organizations. The emphasis they tend to 
give civil defense is on what they will do 
after a catastrophe has occurred rather 
than on what should be done now to re- 
duce the vulnerability of the critical 
targets. 

The authorities of the states have been 
increased by the provision that funds for 
civil defense will be allocated to the states, 
which must provide matching funds. 

Acting under home pressure, the cities 
want a quick expenditure of funds. The 
state legislatures which must provide the 
matching funds will be loath to tax the 
smaller communities or rural areas for 
these funds. 


Who Spends the Money? 


Matching funds, therefore, may be ob- 
tained principally from the cities by one 
device or another. 

Will the states spend most of the money 
for “perimeter” defense instead of in the 
target area? This they can conceivably do 
under the bill as written. 


Supposing the states spend the funds in 
the target areas, what will they spend 
them for? If for shelters, what kind— 
subterranean, mass, or individual? Who 
will allocate materials—particularly ce- 
ment, steel and communications materials? 

Every city will have a different defense 
answer, owing to its location, population 


density, soil conditions, topography. For 
the larger cities, shelters should be pro- 
vided in the core of existing buildings and 
subways to the maximum possible extent. 
Where feasible, it will pay to extend later- 
als off of subways according to European 
models. 


Where subsoil conditions do not permit 
underground shelters, certain mass shel- 
ters, like those built in German cities, 
may be constructed. These shelters, how- 
ever, if struck by a direct hit, would 
cause a great demoralization. 


Home shelters, not in the basement, and 
simple street shelters of brick or concrete 
boxes, suitably protected from radiation 
by earth cover or sand bags, will have to 
serve the majority of people. 


Defense Plans Needed 


Basement shelters are now being en- 
couraged, but these can be extremely 
deadly if adequate ceilings and exits are 
not furnished. 

Dual-purpose shelters, which the federal 
civil defense bill dwells on at some length, 
might well prove unworkable. How avail- 
able would an underground car-park be if 
filled with: cars during an emergency? 
Furthermore, it could not provide the 
proper compartmentation necessary for 
good defense. 

As I told the people of Milwaukee: 
“Large sums of money may be appropri- 
ated and misspent for civil defense before 
basic theories have been worked out.” 

Cities should begin working on_sample 
structures at once to be sure that they will 
spend their funds properly. 


More Peacetime Thinking 


The federal act also does not cover 
clearly the necessity of co-ordinating the 
various federal agencies dealing with cities 
and the Civil Defense Administration. 

Last year I urged Stuart Symington, 
NSRB head, to co-ordinate the work of 
such agencies as the Public Housing Ad- 
ministration and the Bureau of Roads with 
civil defense. 

If some federal agency gives funds to a 
city for an expressway or a slum clearance 
project, this work should be co-ordinated 
with civil defense. 

It may be that a housing authority 
which clears out a slum should leave it 
cleared, and build anew elsewhere with 
less population density. 

So far as I can ascertain, however, the 
needs of civil defense have not profoundly 
stirred any of the agencies to change their 
basic thinking established in peacetime. 


Federal funds could conceivably be used 
to accomplish a dispersal of the target 
area, instead of fixing it by expending the 
same funds for permanent shelter con- 
struction. Over a period of time, this lat- 
ter objective must be accomplished. 

If the objectives are lost, the act will 
be dangerous indeed.

The closest she comes to describ- 
ing “them” is in a description of a man 
Charles meets and instinctively dislikes 
and, he decides, has always disliked. 

“They were always small, never over 
five feet five ... over-active men. . .'. In 
contrast with the rest of their bodies they 
had big round heads, out of proportion... 
and almost invariably they had a large 
quantity of crisp, dark hair. They had 
nimble, cruel faces and merciless eyes.... 
Their noses were almost always big.” 

In addition to these phrenological tips, 
Mrs. Caldwell indicates other traits which 
it is best to beware. People who drink 
sherry, like fancy sauces on their food, 
collect art objects, and listen to chamber 
music are particularly suspect. People 
who drink beer and prefer plain food are 
more to be trusted. In these sharp divi- 
sions of black and white, the trustworthy 
“balance wheels” of Mrs. Caldwell’s book 
turn out to be gray, very dull gray.

' ANNAPOLIS, Md., Feb. 19 
(AP) — Edward Henry (Butch) 
'O’Hare of St. Louis, who single- 
handedly shot down five enemy 
bombers in four minutes, was 
honored by the United States 
Naval Academy yesterday. 

Lt. Comdr. O’Hare, then a lieu- 
tenant j.g. was serving aboard 
the carrier U.S.S. Lexington on 
Feb. 20, 1942, in a task force that 
was approaching Rabaul. 


Japanese plancs were sighted. 
Only two American planes were 
in a position to intercept them, 
and the guns on one of those 
planes jammed. Then there was 
one. It was piloted by Comdr. 
O’Hare, who in the next few min- 
utes wrote naval aviation history. 


As the enemy flight approached 
in a broad V formation, Comdr. 
O’Hare shot past them out of 
range, then pivoted on a wing 
tip and came sweeping back to 
blast the starboard motors of the 
last two planes on the enemy’s 
right flank. 


He ducked under the forma- 
tion and came up on the third 
plane in the formation. It stag- 
gered and fell out. 


Two more bombers began to 
smoke, shed bits of wing and 
wallow. But four went on to make 
their run and drop their bombs. 

When they turned to make the 
return trip, there was Comdr. 
O’Hare again. Before he broke 
off, five of the bombers had 
plunged into the sea and three 
others were hit—all within four 
minutes. 

He was advanced to the rank 
of lieutenant commander and re- 
turned to the United States to 
receive the Congressional Medal 
of Honor. Later, as commander 
of Fighter Squadron Three, 
Comdr. O’Hare was awarded the 
Distinguished Flying Cross for 
action during the Marcus Island 
raid in August 1943. 

Three months after that, he 
won the Navy Cross by leading 
his squadron in the first fighter 
section to take off from a Car- 
rier at night to intercept attack- 
ing enemy torpedo bombers. 

A year later, his plane was lost 
during the attack on Tarawa, Ve 
wag declared dead on Nov. 27, 
1944. 

Plaques bearing Comdr. 
O’Hare’s picture and his Medal 
of Honor citation will be mounted 
in the room in which he lived 
during his four years at the 
academy. From now on it will be

about six feet from a pool of 
blood. Beatty told them he had 
moved the body for fear his 
cousin would choke to death in 
his own blood. 


On further questioning, Beatty 
said he removed a brick from a 
sidewalk along the house, buried | 
the weapon and cartridges in the 
earth under it and then replaced 
the brick. He said he then went 
to a neighbor’s house to call an 
ambulance. 

Beatty was being held for the | 
coroner. His stepfather, Julius 
Komoromi, who also lives at the 
Valentine avenue address, was 
booked as a material witness and 
released on $200 bond although 
he told police he was absent from 
the house when the shooting oc- 
curred.

BUSINESS FIRM TOTAL 
RISES 00,000 IN 1350 


Number Above 4,000,000 
Mark — Slowdown After 
Start of Korean War. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 19 (AP)— 
Greater opportunities for profits 
brought a 50,000 net increase in 
the number of American business 
firms in 1950 to put the total 
number past the 4,000,000 mark, 
the Department of Commerce re- 
ported last night. 

That was in sharp contrast to a 
30,000 decline in 1949, when there 
was a temporary recession, but it 
wasn’t up to the average 19 per 
cent increase over the last 10 
years. 

The department noted a slow- 
down in establishment of new 
firms since the Korean war's out- 
break as a result of “uncertain- 
ties about prospective supplies of 
labor and materials.” It suggest- 
ed, however, that existing firms 
haven't yet been hit badly. 

“There were no indications that 
Government restrictions intro- 
duced late in 1950—on consumer 
and mortgage credit, non-residen- 
tial building and on the use of 
critical materials—had any note- 
worthy effect on business clos- 
ings,” it said. 

Now, the department acknowl- 
edged, “the supply problem is be- 
coming more significant,”: due to 
‘defense requirements.”

Basic Facts in Dispute. 

The real explanation, according 
to Eceles and his supporters, lies 
elsewhere.

issue in many years, are simple 
enough. Secretary Snyder, with 
the backing of President Truman, 
insists that Government bonds be 
redeemed on demand by the Fed- 
eral Reserve Board at full face 
value. This is intended to make 
sure that bonds can be sold at 
low interest rates, and thus in- 
terest on the huge public debt, 
which must be included in the 
annual budget, can be kept as 
low as possible. 

This sounds sensible enough 
on the face of it, but Eccles con- 
tends that the net effect is pre- 
cisely the same as though the 
Government printed tons of 
greenbacks and injected them 
into the economy. In a time of 
inflation, with the value of the 
dollar falling, big bond-holders 
cash in their bonds. This money 
then goes into the spending 
stream, adding to total deposits 
in banks. The banks then lend 


expanded about 20 per cent in 
seven months—as much as in any 
seven previous peacetime years. 

While the Government has been 
taking in more cash than it has 
been spending, the total money 
supply has increased by 8 per 
cent. Thus there is more and 
more credit and more and more 
money in circulation, while, with 
rearmament just getting into high 
gear, there are beginning to be 
fewer things to buy. 

Thus the value of the dollar 
falls and as it falls the effort of 
the Government to maintain the 
price of Government bonds be- 
comes more difficult, and a vici- 
ous circle is set in motion. 

Eccles proposes certain rather 
simple ways of breaking the cit- 
cle. No man in his senses, least 
of all Eccles, suggests that Gov- 
ernment bonds be simply aban- 
doned to the vagaries of the free 
market. Instead, what is pro- 
posed is a carefully controlled 
and moderate drop in Govern- 
ment bond prices, so that the 
rush to cash in bonds will stop, 
because then the cash will be less 
attractive, and the interest rate 
more so. Eccles also proposes a 
slightly hfgher interest rate — 
about 3 per cent—on most Gov- 
ernment bonds.

Time to Remarry 
By Dr. Paul Popenoe 


ANY of my correspondents send questions that can’t be 
M answered. Mrs. G. is one of them. 

“What I want to know,” she writes, “is how long a 
woman must wait after the death of her husband, before she 
marries. Let me explain my situation. My husband was in 
the Air Force, and was killed in the early period of fighting 
in Korea—last August, to be exact. In recent years we hadn’t 
been together a great deal. He was in the Berlin air lift and 
on duty at various Alaskan stations where my 5-year-old son 
and I couldn't follow. But we were as happy a family as 
many others in the armed services who are often separated 
geographically. 


* 

“AFTER I SE. TE the immediate shock, I 
began to feel that I must have a husband for myself and a 
father for my son. I confided in my mother and she was 
much alarmed, said I should not think of such a thing for 
several years at least. Is that true, Dr. Popenoe? If I should 
remarry in the near future would it show any disrespect to 
my late husband? Would anybody have a right to criticize 
me? If so, would I be justified in ignoring such criticisms? 
What do you think is the decent, honorable, intelligent thing 
to do?” 

The proper thing to do, on every account, is to remarry 
when you can, Mrs. G. Whatever you do—or if you do noth- 
ing—I suppose some people will criticize. “Be sure you're 
right, then go ahead.” Let me suggest several points that 
should guide you: 

1. It is a good precaution for everyone, man or woman, 
to make no important decisions while still suffering from 
emotional shock, such as bereavement (or divorce) brings. 
There is always a possibility that a widow, for instance, may 
grope somewhat desperately toward what seems to be a source 
of strength and support, without considering facts that: would 
influence her in a calmer mood.

2. IT IS IMPORTANT not to marry any man who reminds 
you particularly of your late husband. Sometimes a widow 
feels drawn to a man “because he’s so much like John in 
every way.” This leads to continued comparisons which may 
destroy the new marriage. Pick out a man for what he is on 
his own account, and make up your mind that the patterns 
of your second marriage will be different in almost every way 
from those of the first; that you won't try to live the past 
over again but will build for the future. 


3. In some circles, and in some parts of the country, a ; 


delay of a year before remarriage is taken as conventional. 
There is no particular virtue about this particular length of 
waiting. You will know better than I, what your friends 
would expect. I think all your real friends will be under- 
standing and loyal. The length of time since your husband's 
death is much less important to your new marriage than the 
length of time you have known the second husband.’ Don’t 
shorten this too much. You should have seen a good deal of 
him fdr at least a year before it is safe to marry. But of 
course if it is someone you have known well for years, you 
have passed that period already.

O get ambulance drivers, the 

Government offered to give

The drivers were 
given Army training, which meant 
driving at high speed over oil- 
coated surfaces, over ditches and 
rough terrain, and through the 
darkness without lights. Diekman 
was one of the volunteer ambu- 
lance drivers in the early days 
of civilian defense. 

“Before the war started we had 
our ambulance service well or- 
ganized,” he says. “Arrangements 
were made with every firm which 
owned a delivery truck into which 
stretchers could be fitted for the

use of the truck. Ambulance sta- 
tions were spotted and auxiliary 
fire stations were set up at dis- 
tances of not more than half a 
mile apart.” 

At that time the people of 
London were terrified at the 
thought of poison gas. So free 
gas masks were issued to every- 
one, including babies and pets. 
“Don’t fool around with an Eng- 
lishman and his pet,’ Diekman 
explains with a smile. “The gas 
masks proved great morale build- 
ers. It was remarkable to see 
people line up at city hall with 
glum faces, get fitted for a gas 
mask, and go away all smiles, con- 
fident that nothing could hurt 
them now.” 

When people spoke of bombing, 
it was in terms of an existing but 
undefined danger. They knew 
nothing of how bombs _$ are 
dropped, the damage they do, or 
how to escape them. A number 
of young Englishmen had served 
with the Spanish Loyalists in the 
Spanish war, and -had been 
through the first’ aerial warfare 
as we know it today.

Playing Canasta to Win |

MATCHED set in Canasta has 
A severai different values. For 
one thing, it is a meld— 
though this is often the least of 
its values. Also, it is a means of 
getting the pack, because it must 
include a natural pair. And fin- 
ally, it is often a source of safe 
discards, because, if the first card 
thrown from the set gets by, the 
other cards will probably get by 
too. 
Occasionally you have a choice: 


You have just drawn. You need 
only 50; your opponents need 90; 
and it is only your second turn to 
play, so the discard pile is small. 

The player who held these cards 
decided to meld. He put down his 
four queens and his deuce.

didn’t want to pass up the ca- 
nasta base,” he explained. 

True, if you are to win you must 
get canasta bases sooner or later. 
Nevertheless, he made the wrong 
choice. Though the meld gave him 
a canasta base, he could not spare 
the five cards. Though it unfroze 
the pack, this gave him no advan- 
— because he had no wild card 
eft. 


This hand, with its pairs, is good 
for getting the pack. The object, 
then, is to discard safely. The 
queens are probably safe discards, 
and at least two of them should 
be used for that purpose. If you 
get the pack, the queens will 
come back to you and you will 
have the same canasta base you 
discarded. 

For your immediate discard, 
you might consider the ace—tak- 
ing the risk while the pack is 
small and your left-hand opponent 
may not have had time to pair an 
ace if he started with one. Need- 
ing 90, he will not discard an ace, 
so sooner or later he will prob- 
ably have a pair of them. But 
whether or not you decide to risk 
the ace discard now, you will use 
your queens for discards, not as 
a meld.

on what it is like to be bombed. 

“The average Londoner, in 
those days,” Diekman explains, 
“was convinced that thousands of 
bombers would come flying over 
London, drop millions of bombs, 
and wipe the whole city out in an 
hour. These men showed the peo- 
ple how impossible it would be to 
wipe out a city the size of Lon- 
don by dropping bombs on it.” 

By this time the population 
had been taught to recognize the 
air raid warnings, one blast for 
a raid, and two blasts for the all 
clear. “Of course,” Diekman 
pointed out,” the fire engines and 
ambulances in London use bells, 
so we could use sirens for air 
raid warnings. But there are so 
many sirens over here, I don’t 
see how you could tell a fire en- 
gine from an air raid warning. 
In fact, everytime the Clayton fire 
engine goes by, I get that old 
feeling inside and start to reach 
for my helmet.” 

Plans also were made for 


“getting the children out of the 


congested areas of London. A 
canvass was made of every home 
outside London, to see how many 
children they could take, and 
when the war started, as every- 
one now knows, the trains took 
the children out by the hundreds 
of thousands. 

“Only trouble we had,” Diek- 
man laughs, “was with the young- 
sters who saw trees, grass and 
cows for the first time, and def- 
initely didn’t like them. They 
kept slipping back into London, 
where they felt at home.”

HE whole ARP program, of 

course, was set up by the Home 

Office, which corresponds to 
our Interior Department, but its 
administration was up to each of 
London’s various bureaus. The 
Home Office only passed infor- 
mation on to local authorities 
who were responsible for their 
own civilian defense programs. 

“We had three main stations 
strategically situated in our dis- 
trict,” Diekman explains. “We 
had ambulances and four cars for 
stretcher bearers. The stations 
were manned by 30 persons for 
each eight-hour shift. Then all 
over the district were warden’s 
posts by the hundreds, some 
staffed by as many as 10 persons. 

“At first we worked on three 
shifts with a different foreman 
over each shift, but we soon 
found that dug to conflict of 
ideas as to how things should be 
done that this system wouldn’t 
work. So6 we placed all three 
shifts under one boss. 

“In fact, now long after the 
war started the whole volunteer 
system began to go haywire. It 
wasn’t that people didn’t want 
to help, they were all trying to 
do too many things at one time. 
So we put the work on a paid 
basis, with every station manned 
by a properly paid staff. It 
worked so much better than from 
then on nearly all civilian de- 
fense work was on a paid basis. 
We found, too, that we had more 
people than we needed.

What a job they did. Don’t ever 
let anyone tell women don’t 
stand up as under a bomb- 


fell in August of 1940, a daylight 
raid on the docks. Then in Sep- 
tember the German switched to 
night bombings, and there began 
the horrible 65 nights of succes- 
sive bombing, 

“My station dealt with 60 bomb- 
ings in our district during Sep- 
tember and November,” Diekman 
says. “The first was a direct hit 
on the home of a doctor and the 
doctor and his wife and the maid 
were killed and the house de- 
molished. There was a note of 
strong irony in that case. For 
nights the three had been sleep- 
ing in a bomb shelter they had 
erected in the backyard. Then 
that fatal night they had decided 
they were sick of the shelter and 
were going to sleep in their beds. 
The house was demolished, but 
the shelter wasn’t even nicked. 

“Of couse there are dozens of 
such stories,” Diekman adds, “but 


e one doesn’t want to become what 


we used to call a ‘bomb bore,’ 
the name we gave to a type who 
was always button-holing some- 
one to tell about ‘his’ bombing. 

“Direct hits weren’t so many, 
but when there was one there 
would be a mess. One gets casual 
about anything in time, and I well 
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do well to study the bombing of 
London. 


“Among the things needed in 
this country now is education to 
awaken people to the danger, and 
to teach them exactly what to do 
and what not to do in case a 
bomb should fall. This is neces- 
sary for morale, and to prevent 
panic. One of the first things to 
consider is fire control, and the 
protection of utilities — nothing 
destroys morale more quickly, we 
learned, than a breakdown of 
utilities. 


“Then, of course, in their prop- 
er order, provisions should be 
made for ambulance service and 
the evacuation of hospitals so 
that the seriously injured can be 
cared for quickly. We also learned 
that the three agencies which 
must work closely together at all 
times are the Department of Ci- 
vilian Defense, the Fire Depart- 
ment and the Red Cross. Between 
them they will bear the burden.” 


After a year and a half as civil- 
ian defense administrator, Diek- 
man went into the Army, and 
when the war ended he held the 
rank of major. He saw a lot of 
action in the Army, too, includ- 
ing the Normandy invasion, but 
none of it is inscribed more in- 
delibly on his memory than those 
65 consecutive nights when the 
bombs fell on London. 


“In a way,” he explains, “there 
is nothing which gets under your 
skin like knowing the bombs are 
going to fall, and waiting for them 
to come, Before the sirens started 
I would be fidgety and nervous, 
but after the first sound of the 
siren, it was somehow all right. 
We just spit on our hands, went 
into action, and didn’t give a 
damn.”

North could not be blamed for 
bidding the slam when South, 
having cue-bid diamonds, then 
jumped to five spades over 
North’s four hearts. It was South’s 
five-spade bid which was the 
“push.” 

West opened the diamond jack. 
South won, drew trumps, and 
then, apparently feeling that his 
only real chance was to find both 
the king and queen of hearts in 
West’s hand, he led a heart dum- 
my and put in the jack. Needless 
to say, East took the trick, and 
declarer was left with another 
sure loser in hearts. 

South did not select the best 
“percentage play.” The far bet- 
ter plan was to cash the heart 
ace early in the play, then to 
strip diamonds and clubs from 
the North-South hands (and 
trumps, of course, from the oppo- 
nents’ hands). Now declarer 
should lead a heart toward dum- 
my’s remaining J-6-4. 

Naturally, South would not be 
guaranteed success with this plan, 
since the opposing hearts might 
well have been distributed in 
other ways, ut observe the 
“chances running in South’s fa- 
vor.” In every case where East 
started with the king-small or 
queen-small, the opponents would 
be helpless. East, upon winning 
the trick, would have to lead an- 
other suit and give South a heart 
discard from his own hand while 
he ruffed in dummy. The play 
would also work if West started 
with a doubleton high honor and 
failed to unblock that honor on 
the ace; and it would always 
work if West started with K-10 
or Q-10.
